ANNIE C. (BEAN) DUNLAP

GEORGE H. POOR 


Judge George H. Poor, for more than forty 
ears a well-known and highly honored 
citizen of this town, diedat his home, 67 
Mount Vernon street, Boston, early Friday 
morning, March 3; aged 81 years: 

He served as moderator of all the annual 
and special town meetings in Andover for 
more than a quarter of a century, was trial 
justice for Essex county for 38 years, served 
as town treasurer, also on the school board of 
the town as a trustee of the Punchard fund, 
as collector of Internal Revenue, and when 
a member of the Massachusetts legislature 
served on the committee in charge of the 
Hoosac tunnel project. 

Judge Poor was born in what is now 
North Andover on January 31, 1841, a son 
of James and Susan Morse Poor. His 
family was one of the oldest in Andover, 
being descended in a direct line from Daniel 
Poor who settled in Andover in 1640. His 
great grandfather was a son of Lieut. Abra- 
ham Poor, who was wounded in the battle 
of Bunker Hill. Judge Poor was educated 
in the schools of Andover, attending the 
high school in Frye village in 1854 and the 
Punchard Free School in the years 1857 to 
1859. He taught school fora while, after 
which he studied law in the office of N. W. 
Harmon of Lawrence. He was admitted to 
the bar in 1864 and began practice in Andover 
in 1865. In 1870 he opened a law office in 
Boston. For many rs he was secretary 
of the Beacon Trust Company of Boston and 
was also a director. He served two terms 
as town treasurer and went to the state 
legislature in the Andover district in 1872 and 
was on the Hoosac tunnel committee. He 
was a member of the Andover school board 
for one term of three years and was a trustee 
of the Punchard Free school from 1883 to 
1906 serving as treasurer of the board for 
18 years. 

In the Civil war he served with 35th Mass. 
Infantry. He was a past master of St. 
Matthews lodge, A. F. and A. M. of Andover, 
a member of Andover lodge, No. 230 I O. 
O. F., and of Gen. William F. Bartlett 
post, No. 99, G. A. R. 

He married Sarah H. Marland of this 
town in 1867 and is survived by two daugh- 
ters, Miss Mary M. Poor, who lived with 
her father, and Edith, wife of James D. 
Brennan, president of the First National 
bank in Boston, one brother, James C. 
Poor of North Andover, one of the com- 
missioners of Essex county; and one sister, 
Miss Sarah Poor of Andover. His wife 
died in 1913. 

Funeral services held at the late home 
Sunday noon were private and attendedonly 
by the immediate relatives. The officiating 
ceigpuias was the Rev. George J. Prescott 
of the Churchof the Good Shepherd, Cortes 
street, Boston. 

The remains were taken to Forest Hills 
and interment will be in Christ church 
cemetery, Andover.

How:the Modern Street Railway Started 
About the same time in 1835 that Stratingh 
and Becker of Groningen, Holland, con- 
structed rude electric carriages, Thomas 
Davenport of Brandon, Vermont, exhibited 
a model of a circular railway at Springfield, 
Mass. run by an electro-magnetic locomotive. 
In 1851, Alfred Vail, aided by an ap- 
propriation from Congress, constructed an 
electric locomotive which ran from Washing- 
ton, D. C.,to Bladensburg, Md., on the 
Washington branch of the B. and O. R. R., 
attaining a speed of 19 miles an hour. 
Later, Stephen Field of San Francisco, 
Joseph Finney of Pittsburg, and Thomas 
Edison, were independently at work. Ed- 
ison was the first to construct a dynamo- 
electric railway in America, at Menlo Park, 
N. J.,on'a tract 80 rods in length (1880). 
Germany had the first electric street rail- 
way in 1881. England had one the year 
following. On Sept. 1, 1885, the first Amer- 
ican Street Railway was opened, running 
from Baltimore to Hampden, Md., a distance 
of 2 miles. The current ran in an insulated 
rail midway between the other two. The 
electrical machinery was designed and 
constructed by Leo Daft of Jersey City. 
From these beginnings our modern 
street railway systems have been developed. 
There are today three methods by which 
the electric current is mppeed to the motor 
upon the car: the overhead system, the 
underground system, and the storage- 
battery system, of which the first is in 
general use. Could the last be made econom- 
ical, it would soon supersede the others.

‘LUCKY ARTIST WON FORTUNE 


Comfortable Sum Bequeathed Painter 
Who Had Reproduced Features of 
Beloved Daughter. 

A fortune of £46,000, ($230,000), 
which was bequeathed by the late Rob- 
ert B. Hawley, president of the Cuban- 
American Sugar company, to Mr. 
Learned and his family was the ro- 
mantic sequel to Mr. Learned having 
painted a portrait of the sugar mag: 
nate’s dead daughter. Mr. Hawley 
made a fortune in the export business, 
and in 1896 he was elected to con- 
gress, Just after he left congress his 
daughter Sue died, and he was heart- 
broken. The only likeness that he 
possessed of his loved one was a small 
photograph, and this lacked much of 
the fine animation that had character- 
ized her face. 

Taking the photo Mr. Hawley went 
to Arthur G, Learned, a rising young 
artist, and asked hini to make a por- 
trait that would recall something of 
the inspiration the girl. had been in 
her father’s“life. The picture was 
made and it exceeded the hopes of the 
grief-stricken father. The latter was 
80 grentful that he became on the clos- 
est terms of friendship with the paint- 
er and his family. Mr. Hawley died 
in November and left to Mr. Learned 
and his wife £20,000, ($100,000), and 
to their little son £2,000 ($10,000), and 
a trust fund of £24,000, ($120,000).—

OPEN FIREPLACE A NUISANCE 


Women of Past Generations Consid- 
ered the Huge Affairs of Those 
Days as Unnecessary. 


Nowadays one of the most convinc- 
ing proofs that you can give to the 
fact that your city apartment is of 
the highest class and unlike the ordl- 
nary is to say that it has “open fire- 
place.” Even a single “open fire- 
place” in an apartment is enough to 


raise it from the shoddy majority. 


And, of: course, when we dream of 
owning a house in the country most 
of us, nine out of ten of us, think of 
an open fireplace as a sine qua non of 
such an abode. 

But our grandmothers had no such 
opinions of open fireplaces. 

Open fireplaces were a real humili- 
ution to the woman who had them in 
her house 50 years or more ago. At 
least that feeling prevailed in this 
country. A small grate fire, that held 
a few shovels of coal, was another 
matter, but the sort of fireplace where 
logs burned across firedogs was—well, 
it was one of the crudities that most 
persons did not like to possess, Yes, 
there was a time when a Franklin 
burner or a drum stove was consid- 
ered more of an ornament to the well- 
furnished drawing room than the 
sort of wide-hearthed fireplace that 
we covet nowadays, 


Section Men Watch Step. 

Section men are known for their 
deliberate movements. They never 
get in a hurry unless there is some 
urgent work to be done. As long as 
they are on the go they are supposed 
to be working fast enough. 

Track workers on the subway lines 
are even more deliberate in their 
movements than men employed on 
regular railroads. Where the old-time 
section workers had to look out for 
filers and occasional freight trains, 
the subway track men have to be on 
the watch for express and local trains 
passing every few minutes.

“The inhabitants are now supplied 
with a decent tabernacle, which can 
produce as handsome a show of white 
hands, diamond rings, pretty snuff 
boxes, and gilt prayer books as any 
cathedral, says the Daily Chronicle, if 
in ghostly form he could return some 
wet and wintry midnight and see the 
outcast refugees in those once jeweled 
pews.

It is said that the early 
settlers found in this territory, 
an Indian tribe named Arkansas, 
but the actual meaning of the 
word ig not known. It probably 
has some relation to the word 
Kansas, There has been much 
confusion as to the correct pro- 
nunciation of Arkansas, To re- 
move this as far as possible a 
resolution was passed by the 
state senate in 1881 which speci- 
fied that the true pronunciation 
was “Ar-kan-saw.” 

Originally Arkansas was a 
part of the Louisiana Purchase, 
Its first settlement was made by 
the French about 1685, Except 
for the few years during which 
by secret treaty it was ceded to 
Spain, it remained under French 
rule, until purchased by the Uni- 
ted States in 1803. For nearly 
ten years after this, it was a 
part of Louisiana territory. With 
the admission of the State of 
Louisiana in 1812 ‘this northern 
section was formed into the Mis- 
souri territory. In 1819 there 
was another partition and Ar- 
kansas territory was created, 
which included the present state 
and what later was called Indian 
territory. 

Due to the reports of an early 
explorer named Pike, who visited 
this region in 1806, the incor- 
rect idea was generally accepted 
that most of the expanse of 
plains east of the Rockies was 
a vast desert, This idea per- 
sisted to such an extent that as 
late as 1850 the western plains 
were called in the school geog- 
raphies “The Great American 
Desert.” Adventurous settlers, 
especially from the South, found 
conditions in Arkansas quite oth- 
erwise, however, and by 1888
